A History of Parties. 

The book pretends to give a history of 
all political parties from the foundation 
of the government down to the present 
day. It dwells upon the changes of the 
names of parties and seeks to prove that 
the people's party is the natural outeome 
of the conditions of the present day. Af- 
ter detailing acts of the parties he sums 
up the situation in this way: 

“Thus the parties stood until all the 
disgusted and dissatisfied and oppressed 
elements of the old parties united to form 
the people’s party. *** In old age the 
ape is said to be greatly distressed by 
his tail.

NEARING THE END. 


The Fifty-Second Congress Will Most Likely 
Adjourn This Week. 

Washington, July 17.—As the first .ses- 
sion of the fifty-second congress draws to 
an end feverish haste and activity begin 
to characterize the proceedings, and this 
may naturally be expected to wax warmer 
and fiercer as the week runs on. The friends 
of various measures that have long reposed 
peacefully on the caletidars, will make their 
last desperate efforts to secure action on 
their favorite bills. But in both houses 
everything must give way to the appropria- 
tion bills, for word has gone out t the 
session will end as soon as these are dis- 
posed of and everybody is anxious to get 
away from the capital. ä 

The common expectation is that the ses- 
sion will end next Saturday or the following 
Monday at the latest. 

Three of the appropriation bills remain 
to receive the final touches before they can 
be sent to the president. They are the sun- 
dry civil, fortifications and general deficien- 
cy appropriation bills. One of these is 
already in the conference stage and others 
will reach it before the middle of the week, 
The points of difference aré more numerous 
than broad in the case of two of these bills 
and will doubtless yield readily to adjust 
ment.

London, July 17.—All cabinet ministers 
are summoned to London for Thursday 
next.

Salisbury went to 
Windsor to meet the Duke of Devonshire, 
who has been staying at the castle for 
some time. He had a conference with her

Developments Are Ahead. 


It is expected some developments of an 
unwonted character are impending. A 
number of members of the Carlton Club 
came into town today to watch events.

The rumor is rife that the Carlton Club- 
men state that a section of the cabinet 
want Lord Salisbury to resign forthwith.

The liberal leaders are pre 
pared to take office - immedi- 
ately, or to await the .defeat of 
the government on the amendment to the 
address. No tactics that the present gov- 
ernment can adopt will force the hands

Gladstone Will Not Be Forced. 

If Lord Salisbury does not await a formal 
vote of expulsion, the liberal government 
policy, as outlined in the queen’s speech, 
can. be so. couched as to reveal nothing 
that the conservatives do not already 
know. If the conservatives rely upon 
forcing Gladstone to declare himse®f fully 
on the debate to the amendment, that de- 
pends upon his pleasure. The course that 
Gladstone adopts will not in ‘the slightest 
be -influenced by the views of the opposi- 
tion, but rather directed to baffle them.

SMOULDERING FIRES 


Of Discontent Among Carnegie Workmen 
at Homestead. 


THE STRIKERS WON'T RETURN 10 WORK 


And They Will Be Supported in 
Their Demands. 


AID. TO BE SENT FROM NEW YORK,

Resolutions Charging the Pinkertons and 
Frick with Murder, Riot and Trea- — 
son—The Idaho Trouble. 


Homestead, July 17.—All is quiet on 
the Monongahela today. Stories about 
men having been placed in the mills, ru- 
mors about desperate purposes, strikers’ 
reports about preparations of the military 
to quiet refractories are extant, but the 
fact remains that it has been a most quiet 
Sunday. 

Up to 6 o'clock this morning no new 
men had been introduced through the 
Carnegie gates, and although everything 
has been expected for tonight nothing 
has been done today. The new men are 
confidently expected before the opening 
of the works, Thursday, but the strike 
leaders do not believe that any of them 
will be introduced until after it is seen 
how many applications for work have been 
made by the old men. That some of 
these will be made is quite certain. Some 
of the old employes have already inter- 
viewed the military about protection 
which will be afforded to men going to 
work and while the number of those 
making the question has been very small, 
the Carnegié company sees in it a symp- 
tom of disintegration among the locked-out 
men which they hail with genuine relief. 
Of course, their visits to headquarters 
have been made secretly, for the great 
majority of the men is strongly with the 
Amalgamated Association. A mass meet- 
ing was held at the rink this morning at 
which about 400 men were present who 
represent the mechanical department and 
day daborers. These men are not mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Association, 
but they have been in sympathy with it. 
Some half dozen speeches were made as 
to the poster put up by Frick inviting 
the old men back to work and after some 
consideration the following resolution was 
proppsed and passed unanimously:

Even if they do not . will 
be compelled to quit on Tuesday from lack 
of material.

THE MINERS ARE CONQUERED. 


That Is the Result of the Day’s Operations in 
Idaho. 


Spokane Falls, Wash., July 17.—The Re 
view special from Wallace, Ida., says: The 
investment of the military is being made 
stronger, and arrests continue. That tells 
the whole story. The imprisoned mirers 
are sullen, and seem dazed by the sudden- 
ness with which the non-union men were re- 
stored to Bunker Hill and Sullivan’s. 

Colonel Carlin went to Mullane yesterday 
but the rioters, hearing of the approach of 
the troops, managed for the most part to 
get away. Only a few arrests were made, 
among them a justice of the peace, Frazer 
and Postmaster Marsh, both sympathizers 
with the cause of non-union. It is thought 
that Marsh is arrested more as a witness 
than a culprit. Both are newspaper men. 
Frazer edited a weekly paper in the mines, 
and Marsh was at one time on a Chicago 


paper. ü

THE STREAMING LAVA 


‘Rushing Down the Burning Sides of 


Mount Etna, 


THE PEOPLE Inno SEA 


With Nothing but Desperation 
Ahead of Them. 


RECORD OF THE BURNING MOUNTAIN, 


For Twenty-Six Hundred Years the Vole 
cano Has Been Emitting Death and 
Destruction. 


Catania, July 17.—The stream of fire 
belching from the angry mouth of Etna 
grows longer and higher. 

For nearly one hundred miles the light 
is reflected back from the sky over the coun- 
try, so that the terror caused is not conſſhed 
to the immediate locality, but spreads all 
over Sicily. 

As a. result the churches are crowded 
with worshipers, imploring exemption from 
threatened destruction. Men, never known 
before to harbor religious thoughts, press 
up around the priests, seeking consolation. 
Women, frantic and wild, will not leave 
the churches. There is a complete aban- 
donment of business, and the next world 
seems of much more importance than this. 

From indications it would seem that the 
present eruption would surpass in destruc 
tion that of any other period. 

The History of the Mountain. 


Mount Aetna, or Etna, as the name is 
more commonly spelled, has from almost 
prehistoric times been a source of terror 
to the inhabitants of the island of Sicily, on 
which the volcano is situated. 

Etna is probably older than Vesuvius, 
the other great volcano of that part of the 
world, and, although Etna has not had such 
@xtremely disastrous eruptions as those 
which have occurred during the history of 
Vesuvius, probably more people have been 
killed by Etna than by Vesuvius, because 
the outbreaks of the former have been 
much more frequent. 4 

From the earliest times Etna was recog 
nized as a volcano, but for many centuries 
NN was not known in its true char- 
acter. 

The first eruption of Etna now on record 
occurred in seventh century, B. C. 

The Greek and Roman writers give fre- 
quent accounts of outbreaks which 
at irregular intervals and with differing re- 


sults. 

From 812, A. D., to 1169, the interval 
between two eruptions was so long that the 
people of Sicily almost forgot they had a 
volcano on ir coastline. : 

As a result of- this fancied security, the 
eruption of 1169 was one of the most dis- 
astrous on record.

Early in March, 1669, a whirlwind blew 
over the face of the mountain and violent 
arthquakes occurred frequently. 

A few days later a fissure twelve miles 
long, extending almost to the summit, 
opened in the side of the mountain. The 
fissure was only about six feet wide, but it 
seemed a be of 3 genth, and a 
bright light proceed rom it

principal fissure and emitted vast quanti- 
ties of smoke. A low bellowing, which 
céuld be heard forty miles away, accompa- 
nied these upheavals of nature.

HRecupero estimated the volume of water 
at 16,000,000 cubic feet.

When President Harrison nominated 
thé negro physician, Dr. Crum, to be post- 
master at Charleston it was generally be- 
lieved that there was no hope of escape, 
and that the Charlestonians would have 
to accept the situation. 

But within the past few days we have 
seen a striking illustration of the power 
of public opinion. The South Carolinians 
held meetings, protested against the ap- 
pointment, and through their congressmen 
made it so apparent to the senate com- 
mitthe that the nomination ought not to 
be confirmed that Mr. Harrison yielded to 
popular sentiment and withdrew Crum’s 
name. 

It is something of a surprise to the 

country to find the president at the begin 
ning of his force bill campaign in such a 
reasonable and considerate mood, but 
this state of mind is s) tall of promꝛe that 
Mr. Harrison should be heartily commend- 
ed for correcting his mistake. 
We dwelt at some length, the other day. 
upon the power of public opinion, when it 
is just and when it is rightly directed. 
It overthrew the reconstruction regime, 
restored white supremacy and preserved 
home rule. And now at a time when the 
republican chief is tempted to win black 
votes by the appointment of a negro post- 
master in Charleston we see his democrat- 
ic opponents causing him to change his 
plans through the potential influence of 
an enlightened public: sentiment. 

This is gratifying and encouraging. It 
is an earnest of the future. If the south- 
$n people remain true to themselves, and 

ppeal to the conscience of their fellow 

untrymen to sustain them in their hon- 
‘est efforts to solve the peculiar problems 
with which they are confronted, force 

ill legislation will become a thing of the 
past and the republican party will aban- 
don its sectional policy. 

We do not pretend to say that a political 
millennium is possible, but it is not un- 
re.sonable in a country like ours to hope 
that the day will soon come when citizens 
and parties can differ in regard to eco- 
nomic principles and governmental poli- 
cies without antagonizing sections and 
classes.

The Humors of Finance. 

Unconsciously the financial experts con- 
tribute not a little to current American 
humor. We read, for instance, that “our” 
gold continues to go abroad. We“ are 
not sending it in large amounts, it is true, 
but if we“ continue to export it as we“ 
have been doing for several months, some- 
thing or other is sure to happen. 

All this is very funny. Sifting the matter 
to the bottom it is found that the private 
bankers and speculators in Wall street 
are shipping their gold holdings abroad 
because they can get a premium of about 
$600 on each million they export. This 
premium is the result of the European 
demand for gold. Austria has just de 
monetized silver and is buying gold to 
enable her government to maintain the 
single gold standard. 

This demand for geld on the part of 
Austria is supplemented by the demand 
that exists in all the single gold standard 
countries. It is a demand that will con- 
tinue to grow, since there is not a sufli- 
cient supply of the yellow metal to go 
round. The value of gold is continually 
increasing, as shown by the falling price 
of all staple products, and after awhile 
the limit will be reached, when the single 
gold standard balloon will burst with a 


tremendous explosion and the nations of 


the earth will have to stand from under. 

It is funny that the very people who 
are worried to death for fear silver will 
be remonetized are anxious to part. with 
their precious gold for the paltry premium 
of $600 on 81,000, 000. But the humor of 


individual sells this gold, it becomes our“ 
gold, and we are told that Furope is tak-

dangerous and vicious. But Wall street 
and the east would prefer the silver stan- 
dard to bimetallism. Why? Because it 
would drive their precious gold to a pre- 
mium, They. could manipulate on the 
gold board again; they could collect their 
debts in it; and they could give us any 
number of Black Fridays in the course of 
a year. 

That is the reason we say there is fun 


ahead, Perhaps, by the time the crisis , 


comes the people will be in a position to 
snatch a few victories for themselves out 
of the attendant confusion.

A Heavy Tax on Books. 

The fact that the American Book Com- 
pany proposes to establish a depository 
at Atlanta, thus giving the people of the 
south the same advantages enjoyed by 
New England, the northwestern and the 
middle west, a very interesting question 
arises. It is the question of ht rates. 

The fact is developed that while the 
northern and western railroads discrim- 
inate in favor of their own sections in the 
matter of freight rates, the southern lines 
of transportion are pursuing a policy pre- 
cisely the reverse. 

Why is this? Is there any railroad 
agent or manager who can give us a rea- 
sonable explanation? 

Look at the facts. The roads between 
Chicago and New York haul books at the 
rate of 50 cents a hundred. A carload 
of books, shipped from New York to Chi- 
cago, a distance of 1,000 miles, nets the 
railroads $180. The same carioad, ship- 
ped from New York to Atlanta, a distance 
of 800 miles, nets the transportation lines 
$410.40! 

In other words the purchaser of a car- 
load of books in Atlanta is compelled to 
pay $230.40 more than the purchaser in 
Chicago, notwithstanding the fact that 
Atlanta is 200 miles nearer to New York 
and has the advantage of water transpor- 
tation three-fourths of the way! 

When these books are school books, and 
when it is remembered that the freight is 
added to the price, it will be seen what 
a tremendous tax the southern roads are 
compelling us to pay. 

In plain language, it is a gross imposi- 
tion, without reason or excuse. 


The Way of the World. 

The other day Robert Burns Hutchin- 
son, the great-grandson of the Scotch poet, 
Robert Burns, was waylaid footpads 
in Chicago, robbed of all his money, and 
sent to the hospital with a fractured skull. 
While in this helpless condition his only 
child died, and was buried by charity. 

This sad incident has brought out the 
fact that the Scottish societies of Chicago | 
are engaged in a project to build a monu- 
ment to Robert Burns, and are raising 
money for that purpose. Yet they have 
allowed the descendants of Burns to suf- 
fer at their very doors and have not raised 
a hand to aid them. 

It is said that the publication of this 
story will cause Hutchinson to be properly 
cared for during his illness. He is a repu- 
table man, an insurance clerk, and his dis- 
tress is caused by no fault of his own. 

But it is only one of many such cases. 
It is much easier to build a monument 
to departed greatness than it is to get it 
for the benefit of the living. The one 
bright hint of another side to this busi- 
ness is the readiness of people to aid the 
unfortunate when they understand the 
facts of the case and have their sympa- 
thies touched. The Scotchmen of Chi- 
cago, intent on their own business af- 
fairs, have probably never paused. to think 
about Hutchinson's condition. Now, that 
the matter has béen brought to their 
attention their response will doubtless be 
prompt and generous. As a rule, people 
neglect cases of suffering, not because 
they are unwilling to relieve them, but 
because they do not think about them.

He desired to punish the non-combatants of 
the south, and especially the women, whose 
herole spirit and passionate patriotism had 
done so much to recruit the armfes and sus- 
tain their spirit. He hoped als; to deplete 
the enemy’s ranks by forcing his soldiers to 


desert in order to succor their homeless fam- 


ilies. In this he succeeded but too wet. Ver. 
erans who, ragged, barefooted and half fed, 
had chased before them on a hundred battle- 
fields the best provided armies in the world, 
were driven to desertion by the news that 
their wives and children were dying of hunger 
in the woods, 
slayes and the brutality of an uncontrolled 
swarm followers. 2 * 
Such are undoubtedly 
effective, the thirty- 
years war has been excluded from the 
practice of Christian befligerents. 

The reconstruction period is summed 
up in these burning words; 

The devastation of the Palatinate hardly 
exceeded the desolation and misery wrought 
by the northern invasion and conquest of the 
south. No conquered nation of modern days, 
not Poland under the heel of Nicholas, not 
Spain or Prussia under that of Napoleon, suf- 
fered ch individual and collective ruin, or 
saw before them so frightful a prospect as 
the states dragged back by force in April, 1865, 
under “the best government in the world.’ 
The corrupt despotism of Louis XV, the in- 
Sane tyranny of Paul, the stupid, supersti- 
tious, repressive rule of Bomba, the Austrian 
tyranny in Lombardy and Venice, were in- 
comparably preferable to the reign of the 
Kelloggs and Chamberlains. Bourbons, Haps- 
burgs, Romanoffs did not threaten the vety 
existence of civilization, the basis of industry 
and the foundation of social order. Théy 
did not eat up, in a wasted and ruined coun- 
try, all that four years of war had left. To 
encounter this tyranny the Kuklux Klan waged 
war in the only possible fashion against 
governments whose existence was an insult, 
whose policy was robbery, whose continuance 
meant universal public and personal ruin, 
The southern people had resolved to put 
down usurpation by terrorism. The kuklux 
vigilance committees, supported by a great 
majority of the white people. administering 
lynch law on a gigantic scale, carried out 
their purpose with characteristic determina- 
tion, energy and ruthlessness. When that 
purpcee was effected the outrages ceased at 


once. 

We feel satisfied that these brief ex- 
tracts will make our readers anxious to 
peruse the entire work, and it strikes us 
that Professor Dabney makes a very safe 
suggestion when he says that it would pay 
any publisher, north or south, to reprint 
this history, in say one volume of 600 
pages. It would have a large sale in the 
south, and the fact that its author was an 
Englishman and a literary man of high 
standing should emphasize his defense of 
the south, and give it more weight than 
would belong to a southern book which 
would be more or less open to the charge 
of sectional bias. The youpg southern- 
ers now growing up need just such a 
textbook, and it is to be hoped that some 
enterprising publisher will place it within 
their reach.

General Master Workman Powderly has 
addressed a letter to President Harrison and 
another to Governor Pattison, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the laws of the United 
States and of Pennsylvania hare been vio- 
later by the invasion of the Pinkertons on July 
6th. In his letter to the president, Mr. Pow- 
derly points out that an armed body, sailing 
under the United States flag and not under 
the legal authority of the state or any county 
or municipality, had come to the Monongahela 
rer and opened fire upon the citizens of 
Homestead, killing a number of persons. Mr. 
Powder says that whoever usurped the 
functions of commander-in-chief of the army 
of the United States in ordering these men to 
invade Pennsylvania is guilty of treason, and 
should be punished accordingly. He there- 
fore asks for an investigation. In his letter 
to the governor he points out the illegality 
of the acts of the Pinkertons in operating as 
an armed body without the governor's per- 
mission, and asks that steps be immediately 
taken to effect their punishment. He goes 
over the same points covered in his letter 
to the president, and asserts the constitution- 
al right of the workmen’ at Homestead fo de- 
fend themselves against unauthorized invasion 
of armed men. Treason to the state, he main- 
tains, has been committed by Mr. Frick and 
Robert Pinkerton, who alone were responsible 
for bringing in armed men, and he asks that 
the punishment fixed by law be meted out 
to the. transgressors. Another point of Mr. 
Powderly’s is, that as the armed men came 
altogether from outside the state, and as such 
could not hold offices, they could not be sworn 
in as deputies.

Macon, Ga., July 17.—(Special Correspondence 
Hanging upon my library wall in Macon is a 
unique memento, which, some day, when the 
Georgia Southern railroad has. shaken off its 
entangling alliances, and becomes, as it is 
bound to do, one of the most valuable of 
southern railway properties, I propose pre- 
senting to that corporation for safe keeping. 
It is Butt's map of Georgia, with pins thrust 
through it at Macon, Vienna, Tifton, Valdosta 
and other points, their heads connected by a 
little cotton thread. This thread indicates 
practically the present system, in this state, 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad. It was in 1884, 1 think, 
that the late Colonel A. J. Lane prepared this 
putiine, chartered it under the name Macon 
and Florida Air-Line railroad, went before the 

le of Macon with a proposition to build 
secured a right of way and made surveys. 
The enterprise fell into evil days, its projector 
passed away and work was suspended. Later, 
able and enterprising younger men revived 
it, ard pushed it to completion. But that 
a financial depression occurred while they were 
a wider system, it would today have 
connections and outlets at Savannah and Bir- 
gingham and be practically independent. 

At the inception of the enterprise,the writer, 
then upon the staff of The Macon Telegraph, 
was employed to advertise, or to use the 
current expression, “write up“ the en-

Has that prophecy been fulfilled? It has 
been more than fulfilled. From Macon into 
Florida along the line of this. road and ad- 
Jacent to it, innumerable towns and settle- 
ments have made their appearance. Some- 
thing like fifty sawmills are in operation and 
as far as the eye may reach the flelds are 
green with corn and cotton. Here and there 
vast orchards of peaches and beautiful 


wineyards, with their luxuriant foliage, glad - 
den the view. Out of Georgia it may be said 
to be the best known section of the state, so 
well have its marvelous growth and advanta- 
ges been advertised. But eight years have 
passed since the enterprise was planned, and 
four since the right.of way was cut. : 

I recall these facts because they were the 
environments of predictions which, when 
made, were by some regarded as extravagant 
and visionary, and because we are now con- 
fronted by another prediction as to this sec- 
tion far more startling and significant. 

When the road was planned, among the 
possibilities of the section south of Macon, 
tobacco was but incidentally mentioned. To 
day it is the firm conviction of people skilled 
in tobacco culture and expert in its classifi- 
cation, that it will produce the best grades 
in America, and in larger quantities per acre. 
This conviction is based upon @ careful ex- 
amination of the various solls, and upcn 
actual experiments at a number of places, the 

results of which are now becoming apparent. 

A few days since the writer was one Of a 
party that visited the scenes of these experi- 
ments, the most noteworthy of which were 
at the Cycloneta (experimental) farm, con- 
ducted by the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad, about nincty miles below Macon. 
Here Iwas shown about thirty acres of to- 
bacco growing luxuriantly, Cuban leaf on one 
hand and the variety from which chewing to- 
bacco is made on the other. This tobacco, 
planted liter than the flelds at Tifton, were 
generally a little taller than waist high, and 
seemed perfect in every reepect. It is grown 
under the personal supervision of Professor 
Irby, who conducts the farm, and of Mr. 
Paschal, an expert from North Carolina. At 
the farm of Mr. H. H. Tift, two miles north 
of Tifton, we found large fields of the weed 
growing to perfection, one field of Cuban leaf 
especially claiming the admiration of the 
party. The average height of this was about 


drenst-bigh, the growth singularly even and 


regular and every leaf perfectly developed. 
At Tifton, however, was the crowning exhibi- 
tion, a field of ten acres, at iirst 
glance suggestive of a banana plantation, 
whose upper leaves topped the tallest man of 
the party, the courteous receiver of the Geor- 
giu Southern system, Mr. W. B. Sparks, the 
fiowering clusters shooting up nearly two feet 
higher. The second leaves of these plants, 
counting from the ground upward, will aver- 
age near thirty inches in length by e * in 
width, and they have about a week to grow. 
Letters were produced from Virginia factories 
concerning samples from these — 
cowhed in the most enthusiastic terms. 
one it was stated that nothing to equal the 
samples seut had ever been produced in this 
country. Another said: Truly, Georgia takes 
the cake. Sample perfect.“ In addition to 
this correspondence, the views of tobacco men 
hat 92 ho have been induced to visit the e en- 
tal field, are unanimous upon the idea that 
— conditions for tobacco growing have 
found, and on all sides are heard predic- 
tions of a coming prosperity.

Anzious to Hear What the Sensational 
American Preacher Has in Store 
for Them.

London, July 17.— (Special.) — Dr. Tal- 
mage's preaching tour in England has 
been a continued series of unprecedented 
successes. The English people have as- 
sembled by thousands to hear the Amer- 
loan preacher wherever he has preached. 
In Manchester the great free trdde hall 
was engaged for him. It holds seven 
thousand persons, but it would not con- 
tain a third of the people who tried to 
get in. The streets leading to the hall 
Were jammed with a dense surging mass 
of humanity. After the service Dr. Tal- 
mage preached in the street to the crowd. 
which numbered fully fifteen thousand. 
The sermon selected for this week is en- 
titled, Our Possessions,” from 1 Corin- 
thians 3: 22: All are yours.” © 

The impression is abroad that religion 
puts a man on short allowance; that when 


_- the ship salling heavenward comes to the 


shining wharf, it will be found eut that 
all the passengers had the hardest kind of 
seafare; that the soldiers in Christ's army 
march most of the time with an empty 
haversack; in a word; that only those 
people have a good time in this world 
who take upon themselves no religious, 
obligation. , : 

I. want today to find out whether this 
is so, and I am going to take account of 
stock; I am golng to show what are the 
Christian’s liabilities, and what is his 
income, and what are his warrantee deeds 
and what are his bonds and mortgages, 
and I shall find out before I finish just 
how much he is worth, and I shall sp 
before you the balance sheet in time to 
warn you all against the religion of Jesus 
Christ, if, indeed, it be a failure, and in 
time for you all to accept it, if indeed it 
be a success, I turn first to the assets, 
and I find there what seems to be a roll 
of government securities—the empire of 
heaven promising all things to the pos- 
essor. The three small words of my text 
are a warrantee deed to the whole uni- 
verse when it says, All are yours.” 

In making an inventory of the Chris- 
tian’s possessions, I remark, in the first 
place, that he owns this world. My text 
‘ implies it, and thé preceding verse as- 
serts it—‘‘whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
Cephas, or the world.” Now, it would be 
an absurd thing to suppose that God 
would give to strangers privileges and 
advantages which He would deny His 
own children. If you have a large park, a 
grand mansion, beautiful fountains, stalk- 
ing deer, and statuary, to whom will you 
give the first right to all these possessions? 
To Jutsiders? No, to your own children. 
You will say, It will be very well for 


and enjoy~ this landscape; but the first 
right to my statuary, the first right to 


right to my house, and the first 


my gardens, shall be in the possession of 
my own children.“ 

Now, this world is God's park, and while 
He allows those who are not His ‘children 
and who refuse His authority the privilege

the flowers, the diamonds, the silver, the 
old, the morning brightness, and the even- 
shadow.
